The course the market for linseed 
oil during the past few weeks has 
caused surprise those who have 
kept informed about the conditions 
the market for flaxseed and the course 
alone would sufficient account for 
the increase the price oil which 
has taken place, but when the fact that 
the demand for oil has late shown 
considerable increase taken into ac- 
count will seen that the position 
the article strong one.

The price oil, previous the recent 
advances, was relatively low, com- 
pared with the price seed, and 
advance the price oil was war- 
ranted conditions existing some time 
before made; but other elements influ- 
encing the action crushers caused 
them defer action until the increas- 
ing price seed presented the 
tive advancing the price selling 
positive loss. The situation the 
market for seed also very strong, and 
gives cause expect lower prices; 
fact, still higher prices are looked 
for, the stocks are much smaller 
than they were year ago, and the 
prospects are that requirements will 
continue large. True, the higher prices 
realized for seed will cause growers 
devote larger area the growing 
flax, but this will afford relief, 
assuming that the yield will show 
corresponding increase during the next 
four months, and the meantime the 
conditions will become more active. 

The demand for oil has increased con- 
siderably late, and deliveries during 
the past month have been much larger 
than they were during the correspond- 
ing period last year, while the pros- 
pects for active demand for con- 
sumption during the immediate future 
are regarded assuring even larger 
movement. With the demand active 


and prices there will prob- 
ably follow effort the part 
manufacturers substitutes push 
their products, and sharp compe- 
tition between consumers will cause 
element the business that cannot 
ignored considering the effect 
advanced prices consumption. Tak- 
ing all matters into consideration, how- 
ever, the situation very strong, and 
the tendency must regarded fa- 
vorable still higher prices, while 
important permanent reaction can 
reasonably expected before the next 
crop seed becomes available. 


AMERICAN SUGAR 


The recent opening new sugar 
milk factory New York State, with 
capacity equal that the largest 
plant now operation this country, 
reminder the remarkable 
growth this industry the United 
States during the past decade, and 
shows that the American-manufac- 
tured article through its superiority 
over the European product becoming 
more and more commercial item 
international Indeed, not 
too bold statement claim that fully 
per cent. the American-made 
milk sugar not consumed this 
country, but exported and finds con- 
sumption almost every country 
where the article known. 


interesting trace the rapid 
and thorough development the do- 
mestic industry. Prior 1890 virtually 
all sugar milk consumed the 
United States was manufactured 
abroad. that year Congress imposed 
duty eight cents per pound the 
foreign article, and this stimulus 
factories sprang like mushrooms all 
over the country. Owing the pro- 
hibitive duty, the sale foreign 
brands soon died out. But keen com- 
petition among the new American fac- 
tories and the consequent cutting 
prices very soon demoralized the trade 
here, But few those had 
the resources distributing connec- 
tions enable them withstand much 
competition, and the weak ones were 
soon sifted out. To-day there are but 
four American factories, including the 
new one referred above, and this lat- 
ter controlled the owners the 
Western plant. 


The act 1894 reduced the duty 
five cents per pound, this figure being 
considered ample the domestic man- 
ufacturers. was not changed 
1897, that amount the duty to-day. 
cannot find, however, from Govern- 
ment statistics that any importations 
have been made recent 


The most marked development in, 
the industry has occurred during the 
last five years. After the fittest had 
survived, these manufacturers adopted 
every available means for perfecting’ 
and economizing the process produc- 
tion, and not content with fully sup- 
plying the demand for domestie con- 
sumption they extended their lines 
the enemy’s territory, and persistent’ 
and energetic work soon convinced Eu- 
ropean consumers the superiority 
American sugar milk. The demand 
thus established grown 
year year, much the chagrin 
those German and Swedish manufac- 
turers who one time enjoyed lu- 
crative export trade with this country. 
Stocks the American product are 
now carried London and Hanbury, 
Europe’s chief distributing centres, 
large has the foreign demand become. 


Australia and Japan are two other 
markets that use large quantities 
American sugar milk. Some 
culties were experienced introducing 
the article into Japan, the Japanese 
pharmacopeia fixes very rigid stand- 
ard for sugar milk. However, these 
obstacles were soon overcome upon 
demonstration the superiority this 
country’s product, and Japan wants 
nothing else nowadays. the present 
rate, European factories will soon have 
“shut shop” and give clear 
field—a field won intrinsic merit. 

The scarcity that has beem prevalent 
late will soon matter history, 
and thought that our manufactur- 
ers will, short time, prepared 
for all comers, domestic foreign. 


Despite the constant efforts the 
convention’s representatives Japan, 
induce force the producers 
crude iodine and iodine preparations 
that country quit the business, the 
industry steadily increasing, and the 
advent large scale Japanese po- 
tassium lodide, iodoform, etc., the 
American and European markets, not 
without the bounds probability. The 
annual production the crude article 
Japan estimated 70,000 80,000 
pounds.

Japanese merchants have 
not far operated here and the 
other side the Atlantic very exten- 
sively. Their advent will not, course, 
can merchants; and will interest- 
ing watch the game and see who 
eventually emerges the victor. The 
business acumen the Japanese not 
the least developed trait possessed 
them, and the odds present seem 
even. The agents Japanese chemi- 
cal manufacturers have already been 
feeling the pulse the trade Lon- 
don, and developments are looked for 
the near future. The members 
the iodine convention are also said 
not entirely peace with them- 
selves, and should split occur, mat- 
ters would complicated the enor- 
mous available stocks iodine that 
would thrown the market. 


FEBRUARY PETROLEUM STATIS- 
TICS.

The falling off de- 
liveries due entirely decreased re- 
quirements for export, home consump- 
tion showing natural increase. 
some quarters fear has been expressed 
that the foreign markets are being 
gradually wrested from com- 
petitors, but not probable that they 
will able permanently displace 
American oil, except points where 
they have decided advantage rea- 
son nearness, and consequently low- 
freight rates, and some sections 
where difference price will incline 
the consumer use the inferior oil. 
not regard this decrease like- 
continue, even that the low fig- 
ures will long represent the actual con- 
sumption the American product. The 
consumption the past has not shown 
steady, unbroken increase, ex- 
amination the statistics will show, 
and early turning the tide the 
other way will not prove unexpected. 
Notwithstanding the large decrease 
deliveries there has been further de- 
crease stocks, amounting over 100,- 
000 barrels, the being now 
than 26,275,000 barrels. view the 
fact that there still excess de- 
liveries over receipts, and consequent 
reduction stocks, the falling off 
the demand for the product may re- 
garded with complacency. Indeed, 
increase would probably 
have affected the situation injuriously.

Mineral Resources Porto Rico. 


Washington, March 17, 1899, 

Mr. Robert Hill, expert geolo- 
gist, the staff the United States 
Geological Survey, has just 
from Porto Rico, where has been 
making comprehensive investigation 
with view ascertaining the extent 
and character the opportunities for 
the commercial development the min- 
eral resources the island, with spe- 
cial reference clays, gypsum, phos- 
phates, etc. preliminary report 
the Survey, Hill says: 


“The island of Porto Rico consists of 
three geologic elements: (1) central 
system deeply ribbed and corrugated 
mountains, with V-shaped gorges and 
ridges; (2) lower hills, forming irregular 
bands along the north and south coast; 
(3) playa plains, consisting of alluvial 
soil, occupying old reclaimed estuaries, 
which extend from the foot of the cen- 
tral mountains across the line of foot- 
hills to the seashore, 

“It roughly estimated 
tenths of the island is of the mountain- 
ous character, and that the remaining 
tenth is of the foothill and playa charac- 
ter, The central mountains are com- 
posed of water-sorted volcanic ejecta— 
tuffs and conglomerates—with occasional 
dikes and masses of interbedded sub- 
crystalline bluish limestone of rare or 
exceptional occurrence, all of which is 
entirely decayed at the surface, breaking 
down into a red clay resembling that of 
the southern Appalachians. The dikes 
are of hard, black igneous rock, with 
small white porphyritic crystals. In the 
east the substructure is said to be gran- 
ites and especially syenites. In Naguabo 
and in Mayaguez some serpentine rocks 
have been observed. 

“The foothills are composed exclusively 
rocks sea origin, consisting the 
peculiar type of tropical white lime- 
stones, loose-textured, chalky, marly 
and shelly nature, of various degrees of 
The rocks the central 
mountain region are of Cretaceous and 
possibly early Eocene age; at least, no 
evidence has been yet discovered es- 
tablish other dates for their formation. 
The white limestones of the coastal hills 
are all later Tertiary and Pleistocene 
age. 

“The playa deposits are alluvial forma- 
tions, consisting usually of a rich, choco- 
iate-colored, sandy loam. 


CLAYS, 


for construction every kind 
exists upon the island and is utilized with 
great skill the inhabitants. Brick and 
tile clays, building stone, lime, sand, ce- 
ment, gypsum, and paving blocks occur. 

“Porto Rico abounds in clay suitable 
for the making of ordinary building brick 
and ordinary jug ware. This material is 
of two general classes; first, the residual 
clays of the interior mountains, resulting 
from the breaking down of the volcanic 
rocks. nature this stiff, red clay, 
resembling very much the red clays of 
the southern Appalachians. No white 
clays were anywhere observed, and, after 
careful inquiry, 1 am inclined to believe 
that they do not exist. This opinion is 
further substantiated the fact that the 
rocks are very free from the pure feld- 
spars from which such clays conld be de- 
rived, 

“The second class of clays found are 
the redeposits found in the alluvial 
playas. The latter are the kinds usually 
employed by the local brick yards, which 
everywhere abound. Formerly all the 
houses were roofed with heavy red tile, 
but late years the corrugated iron 
roofs have been imported cheaply that 
the tile industry has practically ceased, 

“Only few potteries were observed 

upon the island, notably Ponce. The 
ware manufactured the crudest kind, 
being a rough, red, unglazed jug ware. 
The quality of the output could be im- 
mensely improved little washing and 
more careful manipulation. 

LIME, 

“Lime excellent character 
duced from all the white limestones 
the coastal formations. The blue and 
gray crystalline limestones the 
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tainous region are also well adapted for 
lime-making, but are not utilized. 

the impure limestones 
every indication of a natural cement rock, 
but, inasmuch as fuel is very expensive 
and scarce, doubtful this can 
utilized profitably. 


GYPSUM. 

“Gypsum occurs quite abundantly 
formation consisting of yellowish marl, 
which is extensively developed along the 
southern side of the central mountains, 
just north of the village of Juana Diaz. 
notably near Ponce. The deposits seen 
by the writer are of an impure charac- 
ter, being largely mixed with sand and 
clay, but are sufficiently valuable to be 
service for the manufacture low 
grade of plaster, such as is extensively 
used in the country for stucco and for 
fertilizers. This material is extensively 
used for plaster in the city of Ponce, and 
is considered a most valuable resource by 
the inhabitants. 

“Chalk, clay and silica for artificial ce- 
ments also abound in the coastal forma- 
tions. 


FERTILIZERS. 

“In my travels upon the island I was 
struck by the occurrence in close proxim- 
ity to this mountain region of great beds 
of green sand, gypsiferous marl, _ shell 
marl, chalk marls, and a lime phosphate 
of a nature apparently specially adapted 


for the revivification of the exhausted | 
mountain lands. Green sand.marls oc- } 
cur in great abundance on the road from | 
Lares to San Sebastian, immediately ad- 
jacent to a rich and most productive cof- 
fee region, in which many abandoned 
acres of ‘ruinate,’ as exhausted lands are 
called in the tropics, are already observa- 
ble. 

“Lime marls abound everywhere 


around the coast, The gypsum marls oc- } 
cur near Juana Diaz, adjacent to the Rio 
Portugues and near Ponce. In my opin- 
ion, these natural fertilizers, when appre- 
ciated, will constitute one of the most 
valuable sources of wealth, 

“A large area of the southern coast con- 
sists of rocks similar to those of Som- 
brero, Navassa, and other islands which 
abound in phosphates. So far as I am 
aware, the industry has been developed 
only upon the Mona Island, lying off the 
west end of Porto Rico. There is reason 
to believe that much of this material may 
be found in the rocks along the southern 
coast of the main island. There are 
numerous caves in the vicinity of Ponce 
and elsewhere filled with rich deposits of 
guano, which are now being worked and 
prepared for shipment to the United 
States. 

LIGNITE. 

“It said that near Moca there 
deposit of lignite well worthy of develop- 
ment. Amber has also been found in 
these beds. 

“In the western part the island, near 
San Sebastian, there 
formation of bituminous clay, which con- 
tains a very fair quality of lignite, al- 
though the quantity has not as yet been 
determined. Two specimens of this are 
before me, one of which is a firm, hard, 
fibrous lignite containing considerable 
pyrites, and the other, from Guatemala 
village, is a firm lignite of dull, glassy 
luster and free from impurities. The field 
which this material occurs worthy 
thorough prospecting and study. 

MINERAL WATERS. 

“There are several thermal mineral 
springs upon the island, the 
Quintana, Ponce, and the springs 
Coamo. these places bathhouses 
established, and they are resorted 
invalids from all parts the island.

Latest Tariff and Revenue Decisions. 


Washington, March 17, 1899. 
ALIZARINE VIOLET. 


The Attorney-General has rendered 
opinion the case Klipstein 
Co. vs. the United States, involving 
the question ‘the dutiable classifica- 
tion so-called violet,” 
which was recently decided the 
Circuit Court adversely the Govern- 
ment. The Attorney-General holds 
that the Government has ground for 
further litigation and recommends that 
refunds made all importers who 
paid duties under protest. accord- 
ance with this opinion Assistant Sec- 
retary Spaulding has addressed the fol- 
lowing letter the Collector New 


York: 

merchandise was classified for du- 
ty as a ‘coal tar color,’ at 25 per cent- 
um ad valorem, under Paragraph l4 of 
the Tariff act of Aug. 28, 1894. The Court 
holds that the merchandise was properly 
entitled to free entry as an alizarine col- 
or or dye, natural or artificial, within the 
meaning of Paragraph 368 of the same 
act, as claimed by the importers’ protest, 

“The evidence in this case showed that 
the merchandise was commercially known 
as an artificial alizarine color or dye, first 
imported in October, 1894; that it was a 
product Alizarine Bordeaux, which 
product the oxidation alizarine, The 
decision the Court, sustaining the im- 
porters’ protest, is as follows: 

importation was called alizarine 
violet, and appears to have been known 
as alizarine cyanine R. The question 
about it is whether it is coal-tar, or an 
alizarine color or dye, The decision here- 
tofore filed was made upon the testimony 
one the importers taken before the 
board, without that of the same witness 
taken in this court, which had not been 
sent. That testimony indicated that 
was a coal-tar color with some doubt, 
arising somewhat, perhaps, from the fact 
that artificial alizarine produced from 
anthracene, which is a coal-tar product, 
Cochrane vs. Badische Anilin & Soda 
Fabrik, 111 293. The decision the

The Free Aleohol Test Case. 


Washington, March 17, 1899. 


The petition for rehearing 
Dunlap free alcohol test case has been 
completed and will filed the Su- 
preme Court Monday. Through the 
courtesy counsel, the 
correspondent enabled present 
the following abstract: 

Now comes the appellant, Robert Dun- 
lap, and prays the court to set aside the 
judgment entered in this case on the 20th 
day of February, 1899, affirming the judg- 
ment of the Court of Claims, and to grant 
a rehearing. This petition is based on the 
following reasons: 

The Court Claims decided this case 
on the ground that the prescriptions of 
regulations by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was a condition to the grant of re- 
bate. It expressly refrained from decid- 
ing whether the Secretary was directed to 
prescribe regulations. This court, sus- 
taining the ground adopted the court 
below, adds the further ground that 
was discretionary the Secretary the 
Treasury whether he should prescribe 
regulations. It is the purpose of this 
argument to analyze in detail the reasons 
assigned by this court for both these posi- 
tions and to endeavor to show not only 
that they are unsound, but also that im- 
portant arguments bearing on appellant’s 
case have been overlooked. 

I. WAS THE ISSUANCE OF REGULATIONS 
DISCRETIONARY WITH THE SEC- 
RETARY? 

the appellant’s opening brief 
pointed out that the right to lay taxes, 
vested in Congress, cannot be delegated 
to executive authority—‘‘a principle uni- 
versally recognized as vital to the integ- 


rity and maintenance the system 
government ordained the Constitu- 

Sec. the revenue law 1894 was 
act relieving from .taxation, 
under conditions named. Its object, the 
Court Claims says, was that alcohol 
used in the arts should be “relieved of 
the burden of taxation.’’ This Court, in 
Campbell vs. United States, said: 

“The drawback provision was simply a mode 
of making the linseed so imported and exported 
without distribution in the country duty free.”’ 

The Secretary of the Treasury spoke of 
this section as: 

“The provision of the act of 1894 exempt- 
ing from taxation alcohol used in the arts and 
used for medicinal purposes.’’ 

Thus it was uniformly recognized that 
this rebate law was intended to relieve 
from taxation, as much as if it had pro- 
vided that the tax should not be original- 
paid, therefore governed the 
principles would control such 
law. 

The opinion of the court in Field vs. 
Clark, 143 692, sustained the consti- 
tutionality of the reciprocity provision 
of the revenue act of 189) on the sole 
ground that: 

“Nothing involving the expediency or just 
operation of such legislation was left to the de- 
termination of the President. * * * It does 
not, in any real sense, invest the President 
with the power of legislation.’’ 

The distinguished author the concur- 
ring opinion in that case used the follow- 
ing language in regard to this provision: 

“It unquestionably vests in the President 
the power to regulate our commerce with all 
foreign nations which produce sugar, tea, cof- 
fee, molasses, hides or any of such articles; 
and to impose revenue duties upon them for a 
length of time solely by his discretion, when- 
ever he deems the revenue system or policy 
of any nation in which those articles are 
produced, reciprocally unequaled and unreason- 
able, in its operation upon the products of this 
country. 


“These features of this section are, in our 
opinion, in palpable violation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and serve to dis- 
tinguish it from the legislative precedents 
which are relied upon to sustain it, as the 
practice of the Government. None of these 
legislative precedents, save the one above re- 
ferred to, have, as yet, undergone review 
by this court, or been sustained by its decision. 
And if there be any Congressional legislation 
which may be construed as delegating to the 
President the power to suspend any law 
exempting any importations from duty, or to 
reimpose revenue duties on them, upon his own 
judgment as to what constitutes in the revenue 
policy of other countries a fair and reasonable 
reciprocity, such legislative precedents cannot 
avail as authority against a clear and un- 
doubted principle of the Constitution.’’ 

This reconcile with 
the views announced the opinion 
this case: 

“Congress may reasonably be held to have 
left it to the Secretary to determine whether 
or not such regulations could be framed, and 
if so, whether further legislation would be 
required. It is true that the right to the re- 
bate was derived from that statute, but it was 
the statute itself which postponed the exist- 
ence of the right until the Secretary had pre- 
scribed regulations if he found it practicable 
to do so."’ 

think the argument entitled great 
weight, and that demonstrates the in- 
tention of Congress to leave the entire 
matter to the Treasury Department to 
ascertain what would needed order 
carry the section into effect. 

No consideration whatever is given in 
the opinion to the important point now 
urged that hold discretionary the 
Secretary to enforce a tax law is to de- 
that Congress vested him legis- 
lative powers, contrary to the limitations 
the Constitution. That the words 
the act themselves, “regulations to be 
prescribed,’’ fix the duty of the Secretary 
so clearly as to be in no need of intepre- 
tation, is submitted as the most convinc- 


ing argument show the error this 
position the court. 

The opinion upholds this position 
arguments which should subjected 
further discussion before receiving the 
the floor the Senate Senator 
not the author Sec. the effect 
that discretion was given in this section 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, is in- 
serted in the opinion of the court with 
the remark that it is ‘interesting to 
note.”” It is hard to find a valid reason 
for noting it there, unless it is to be con- 
sidered of value in determining the in- 
tent of the act. This’ purpose is dis- 
claimed in the opening paragraph in 
which the quotation appears, and refer- 
ence is made to a very recent case which 
in no uncertain terms declares such an 
argument inadmissible (United States vs. 
Freight Association, 166 U. S., 316): 

“The reason is that it is impossible to de- 
termine with certainty what construction was 
put upon an act by the members of a legis- 
lative body that passed it by resorting to the 
speeches of individual members thereof. Those 
who did not speak may not have agreed with 
those who did: and those who spoke might 
differ from each other; the result being that 
the only proper way to construe a legislative 
act is from the language used in the act, and, 
upon occasion, by a resort to the history of the 
times when it was passed.”” 

therefore clear that not in- 
tended that this quotation should have 
any weight whatever in supporting the 
reasoning of the opinion. Were no other 
grounds advanced for the conclusion, it 
would necessarily be declared erroneous, 
Yet will very unfortunate that 
doctrine so clearly declared in the case 
cited should be subjected to doubt by the 
use in this case of a quotation which fu- 
ture astute advocates will declare could 
have no other office in a judicial opinion

conclusion in the Campbell case was 
reached. This was not by a scrutiny of 
the exact terms the statute, but 
consideration of its purpose and object. 

The collector of customs exercises no 
judicial quasi-judicial function. 
concludes nobody’s rights and has no 
power to do so. The rights which the 
law gives cannot be defeated by his re- 
fusal to act, nor by his decision that no 
urawback is due. 

“Neither the act of Congress, nor any rule 
of construction known to us, makes the claim- 
ant’s right, when the facts on which it depends 
are clearly established, to turn upon the view 
which the collector or the Secretary, or both 
combined, may entertain of the law upon that 
subject, and much less upon their arbitrary 
refusal to perform the services which the law 
imposes on them.’’—(107 U, 8S. 413.) 

The primary object of the statute was 
to make free of duty what had been taxed 
by another law. The object was to be 
accomplished, with due regard to the 
protection of the revenue, by the ascer- 
tainment of the facts and the repayment 
of the tax under executive regulation. 
This court did not permit the object of the 
law to fail, because the sole mode of ex- 
ecuting declared the statute was not 
accomplished. It substituted a judicial, 
for the statutory executive, method. 

There is no difference here. However 
earefully may be pointed out the discrim- 
inations in phraseology between the acts 
of 1861 and 1894, it has never been shown 
that any different object is to be attained 
under the one act than under the other— 
the ascertainment, under due safeguards, 
of the amount of ‘tax to be rebated to

When tried practical standard, 
there difference between the mode 
of ascertaining the amount of drawback 
under the act 1861 and rebate under 
the act 1894. Under the earlier law and 
its subsequent re-enactments, the Treas- 
ury Department has always insisted upon 
a right to supervise ithe process of manu- 
facture. 

For instance, Dec. 1898, making 
regulations for the repayment of ‘‘Draw- 
back on pig iron, steel billets, steel rails, 
or steel fish plates,’’ under section 30 of 
the act of July 24, 1897, the latest re-en- 
actment of the section considered in the 
Campbell case, the Secretary of the 
Treasury thus provided: 

“On receipt of the aforesaid statement, the 
collector will detail a customs officer to super- 
vise and inspect the process of manufacture 
for export with benefit of drawback, and the 
manufacturer shall be required to reimburse 
the Government for the compensation paid tc 
such officer during the time he is so employed, 
and such officer shall at all times be given 
free access to the works of said company, and 
to the records pertaining to the manufacture of 
the articles to be exported.’’ 

Here is a regulated manufacture as 
complete as has been contended for un- 
der Sec. 61 of the act of 1894. 

While making this verbal comparison 
between the acts of 1861 and 1894, and de- 
claring a discrimination between the ob- 
ject of regulations under the two acts, 
the court has omitted to consider’ the 
practically identical statute in Morrill vs. 
Jones (106 466). 

Under this law there was to be no as- 
certainment of any amount by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, but there was to be 
a regulated importation, doubtless involv- 
ing personal inspection. Animais were 
admitted without this regulated importa- 
tion, and yet the claimant’s right to free- 
dom from tax was granted by this court. 

We submit that the fundamental error 
made by this court in allying this case 
with that of McLean rather than with 
those of Campbell and Jones, is in over- 
looking the constitutional principle al- 
ready here alluded to, that the right to 
lay or remove taxes rests in Congress 
alone. 

It is a striking fact that until the de- 
cision of this case, in all of the many 
eases before this and other Federal 
courts, involving the effect of executive 
regulations upon the rights of citizens un- 
der revenue laws, the object of the stat- 
ute in taxing or not taxing had been en- 
forced in spite of executive action or in- 
action. Of such cases we name the fol- 
lowing, some, but not all, of which were 
treated in the appellant's briefs:

AND USE OF OILS FROM 
TEXTILE MILLS. 


The recovery and use oils obtained 
from the liquors employed the man- 
ufacture textile goods have attained 
important positions the oil and 
grease trade. Three grades oils are 
used by textile manufacturers in the 
various processes making and fin- 
ishing cottons, woolens and silks. These 
are lard oils, olive oils and compound- 
oils. Before oil manufacturer 
textile mill for the purpose extract- 
ing the oily matters, important 
that should know just what grades 
oils are being used the mill. The 
European textile manufacturers gener- 
ally use olive oil scouring, 
spinning and the

this country. conservative estimate

The variation the amount al- 
absorbed different fats and oils, 
likewise the variation the amount 
alkali absorbed any particular fat

Reciprocity Interests. 


Washington, March 17, 1899. 

Within the past week several inci- 
dents have occurred special interest 
those who have followed the recipro- 
city negotiations between the United 
States, France and Germany the hope 
that the great American cottonseed oil 
industry would properly cared for. 
The most important these has been 
the assumption Secretary State 
Hay full charge the negotiations 
with Germany looking the formula- 
tion reciprocity treaty designed not 
only prevent discriminations against 
American products, but also secure 
the lowest possible tariff rates for such 
products. Another point special in- 
terest the fact that Commissioner 
Kasson the American 
diplomatic representatives abroad that 
July next the period 
within which the President has special 
authority negotiate reciprocity trea- 
ties under the provisions Sections 
and the Dingley act will expire. 

The fact that the treaty period pro- 
vided the Dingley act will expire 
four months makes highly important 
that the pending negotiations with Ger- 
many and France should concluded 
the earliest practicable day. The 
conferences between Commissioner Kas- 
son and the French Ambassador, 
Cambon, have proceeded harmoniously 
and have now reached stage which 
makes appear extremely probable 
that treaty will drafted within the 
next sixty days. now expected 
that this treaty will drawn under 
the provisions Section the Ding- 
ley act, which permits the President 
reduce the amount per cent. the 
duties any articles imported from 
the treaty making country and guar- 
antee during the life the existing 
tariff laws that articles the free list 
the time the treaty negotiated 
shall not removed therefrom. The 
question yet undetermined the 
French reciprocity negotiations the 
schedule articles upon which this 
per cent. reduction shall allowed. 
The demands made the French Am- 
bassador have been far excess the 
concessions which Commissioner Kas- 
son has felt justified allowing, but 
the French Ambassador has not assum- 
attitude which would indicate 
his unwillingness yield the necessary 
ground bring about fair agreement. 
The proposition from the French stand- 
point simple one and merely in- 
volves the placing all American mer- 
chandise the minimum tariff list, 
which general schedule averaging 
per cent. less than the maximum 
tariff which imposed the products 
all nations that not enjoy recipro- 
cal trade relations with France. The 
importance securing the minimum 
tariff apparent from the fact that 
France has already granted more 
than thirty foreign countries including 
Germany, Great Britain, Austria, Rus- 
sia and the largest producing nations 
the world. 

far cottonseed oil concerned 
highly important that the mini- 
mum schedule rate should secured, 
for this would mean not only the low- 
est rate tax but would doubtless 
end the agitation now foot looking 
the placing practically prohibi- 
tory duty this product. While the 
agrarian interest, supported the 
French crushers, would still arrayed 
against the American cotton oil indus- 
try from time time yet the movement

Under such circumstances the 
advocates prohibitory duties would 
see little encouragement the outlook 
continue their operations. 


The latest advices indicate that the 
representatives the German Govern- 
ment the Reichstag are unalterably 
opposed any proposition looking 
the placing restrictions American 
cotton oil. This attitude very grati- 
fying the American Ambassador 
Berlin, who now assisting 
reciprocity negotiations, and who as- 
sured that the Agrarian movement 
which was recently voiced petition 
laid before the Reichstag will receive 
official countenance any quarter. 
The visit Special Commissioner 
Robt. Porter Berlin, while unoffi- 
cial, has been much benefit ad- 
vancing the status the reciprocity 
negotiations, and understood that 
Mr, Porter’s work has the full 
the Administration. has sought 
emphasize the advantage bring- 
ing about more intimate relation be- 
tween the two countries with view 
extending the commerce each, and 
the comments the leading official or- 
gans have been such encourage 
the State Department officials be- 
lieve that some excellent results will 
follow. The Cologne Gazette, semi- 
official utterance, which has been ca- 
bled this country, says: 

believe the statements Mr. Por- 
ter have done both countries service, sim- 
one Baron von Buelow did the 
other day pointing out things favor- 
able to a friendly intercourse between 
Germany and America. More than this, 
it is pointed out how useful to both would 
friendly commercial policy, and, still 
more, it is seen that it will not be half so 
difficult to maintain as many people as- 
sert.

Resin Oils and Resin Spirits. 
BY E. M. HOLMES.

RESIN. 

The crude resin left after the distil- 
lation ojl turpentine varies very 
much quality well appear- 
ance. The opaque yellow resin, and 
the clear amber window glass resin, 
are the two varieties chiefly used 
pharmacy, but there are several other 
grades which find various uses depen- 
dent upon their hardness tenacity. 


One variety, for instance, suitable for 
making powdered resin, which pre- 
pared from other grades, readily co- 
heres into masses; other varieties are 
suitable, from their toughness, for fas- 
tening knives and forks into their 
dles. 

The variation color the different 
grades resin appears depend 
upon the character the crude tur- 
pentine from which has been pre- 
pared. Profs, Bastin and 
Trimble, in a very interesting article 
published in the American Journal, of 
Pharmacy, the turpentine obtained dur- 
ing the first year of tapping the trees 
known and yields the 
pale (W. W.) water white, window 
glass (W. G.) resin, that the second 
year resin more less amber tint, 
the third year more less dark- 
brown resin, not quite transparent, and 
the fourth last year opaque heavy 
resin deep brown almost black 
The opaque white and yellow 
resins contain water, but recover their 
transparency when the water is drawn 
off. 


Mr. Colthrup has kindly given 
the following information concern- 
ing the preparation and uses the 
different products. 

When resin colophony submitted 
destructive distillation, for which 
purpose the cheapest grades are natu- 
rally employed, certain amount 
gas and acid liquid first come over and 
are followed three other products 
the following proportions:

There second method distilla- 
tion, but seldom used, namely, 
the aid superheated addi- 
tion to fire heat. The above percent- 
ages vary according to the quality of 
the resin and the method distilla- 
tion. 

RESIN OIL. 

Crude resin oil comes from the 

stills varies, but there are two grades 


known commercially hard and soft 
crude resin oils, the former which 
thick consistence and used 
making lubricating greases, and the 
latter thinner and used for greasing 
wire ropes collieries and for making 
cheap wagon greases; also used 
the process hardening steel. The 
specific gravity varies from 0.990 1.030 
(Allen, Commercial Organic Analysis, 
gives the specific gravity 0.980 
1.100), and the color bluish-violet. 

Refined resin oil obtained from 
crude oil treatment with sulphuric 
acid, caustic soda, and redistillation, 
and the more often this repeated the 
paler will be the oil. The color varies 
from dark-red pale-yellow, and the 
specific gravity from 0.980 0.995. The 
crude varieties resin oil possess 
drying power, but the refined oils have 
none; the use such oils paints 
should avoided. also used 
some the cotton and dyeing works 
Yorkshire. 

RESIN SPIRIT. 

Crude resin spirit dark-brown 
color, and refined treating with 
acid, caustic soda, and then 
re-distilling the washed spirit, 

Refined resin spirit water-white 
liquid, and has specific gravity 
from 0.876 0.883, both varying with 
degree refining, but invariably 
heavier than turpentine. Resin spirit 
insoluble water and alcohol, but 
soluble ether, turpentine and pe- 
troleum spirit. It is the best substi- 
tute for turpentine known, and ca- 
pable replacing for all purposes 
when of good quality, the chief objec- 
tion being its odor, which not 
pleasant as turpentine. It is used very 
largely making cheap varnishes.

Science, vol. iii., pp. 341 344; 
Wright’s Oils, Fats, and Waxes, and 
Allen’s Commercial Organic Analysis. 

When resin colophony submitted 
destructive distillation, certain 
amount gas and liquid first given 
off. light oily liquid consisting 
number compounds then follows, the 
portion which boils below 360° forming 
what known commerce resin 
spirit.

Resin Oil.—Crude resin oil consists 
(Thorpe) mixture hydrocarbons, 
boiling above 360° C., abietic acid (m. 
165°) and small quantities phenols, 
the hydrocarbons forming about three- 
fourths the whole. hydrocar- 
bons can separated solution 
soda, which they are insoluble, the 
abietic acids and phenols being solu- 
ble. The crude oil has slightly milky 
or opalescent appearance, due to the 
presence water containing little 
acetic acid, which comes over through- 
out the distillation. The fluorescence 
can removed washing the crude 
oil with solution of soda and exposing 
the air shallow iron vessels. 


Resin oil largely used the man- 
ufacture lubricating grease, made 
the proportion one part cream 
lime parts the oil, the 
emulsion being first formed mixing 
about parts the oil lime.
